People ill Vulcan will lie sadden¬ 
ed to learn of the death at the front, 
of George William Burrows, who 
succumbed to wounds, his name 
appearing in the casualty list for 
May 25th. 

Mr. Burrows enlisted in the 
Princess Patricias at the outbreak 
of tbe war and was among tbe first 
Canadians to go to the front.

1.500 blows a minute This process 
results in the original niece of steel 
being hammered out to twice Its i 
length The bar Is then heated again I 
and rolled between two huge iron cyl¬ 
inders. which press It into the rough i 
shape of a blade. Kmery wheels then 
grind its edges until they are as sharp 
as a raxor 

Altogether tbe bayonet passes 
through 200 processes. before It is 
ready for the testing room. 

The first test applied to the polish¬ 
ed blade Is the "striking" test. A steel 
arm gripa the bayonet, and with greu 
force drives It against a solid piece of 
wood A badly produced blade snap* 1 
like a needle, but a good piece of stesl 
emerge* from this severe test with its 
edges straight and unblunted 

Then comes the bending test. The 
point of the bayontt la firmly gripped 
In a vise, and It ia bent and twisted 
Into part of a circle. If It survives 
this ordeal the blade la placed 
straight up under a heavy weight at¬ 
tached to a lever.- The steel Is bent 
beneath the weight, and to paas this 
test It must lift up the mass of Iron 
by Us own elasticity 

However badly bent, a good bayonet 
should spring back perfectly straight, 
and it is tested for this qu^lty before 
leaving the factory. The blade Is 
placed on a curved block, the point be¬ 
ing secured In a hole. The bayonet la 
then bent to the curvature of the block, 
and when released It must spring 
back to Its original straightness to sat¬ 
isfy the rigid ruling of the Inspector. 
Altogether u bayonet has to pass 
twenty-three teats with regard to Its 
‘ -- -Tlt-BIU.

K ts. Within the comparatively 
* f period that has elapsed since 
the outbreak of tha war thlo funoua 
rage against England has communi¬ 
cated Itself to every section of the 
populace. It Is not * an artificial 

r wth, bat purely spontaneous. It 
absolutely sincere. It Is almost 
wholly unanimous The foaming* of 
uneelderly pants)' on like Professor 
Kudo Meyer are aa characteristic of 
the Anglo phobia of the German In¬ 
tellectuals as llerr Emit Listener's 
mgronsclously humorous Hymn of 
Hate la of the fbellnr. la literary 
circles. 

The seeds of this hatred— 1 "unser 
Hass gegeu England,** aa ths news¬ 
papers exultingiy call It —were not 
planted by the German government 
Knowlog that these seeds lay dor 
mant. or rather, to be accurate, had 
already grown to quite a respectable 
pl*ut. It ha« done and Is doing every¬ 
thing within Its power to tend and 
nurture tlhs rabid enmity which has 
bow become the obaesslon of sixty- 
Pro million aouls. The German gov¬ 
ernment has not been very successful 
hitherto In Its congenial labor of de¬ 
famation and slander of the allies 
Let us be frank, therefore, and admit 
that Its endeavors to fan the flame of 
hatred against the British In Germany 
havu been crowned with .complete 
•ucrese. 

It would be a mistake to suppose 
that tbla hatred of England In Ger- 
Biuny la of recent growth. It doea 
lot. It Is true, date back to the old 
Ormany, though in the days of Bis¬ 
marck England was unpopular In 
C'-tmany, much aa she was In most 
ether continental countries. It Is. 
however, a feature of the German 
Volkspaychologle which has been de¬ 
veloping during the psst twenty years, 
A state qf .trace naturally checks the 
frank utterances qf a nation, and 
this slate of mind of the German pvo 
pi«- which “the present w.*r has fan¬ 
ned to a furious flame—has during ths 
past two d* r sdes been one of Intense 
end consuming envy rsther than of 

{ ture hatred. This envy of England 
h aa much a symptom In the develop- 
Plant of modern Germany as other 
marked features- such as the grown 
ef licentiousness as demonstrated by 
the unhindered spread of "nlgut 
and all It stands for. 

Hatred of Eagle. 1 . In Germany Is 
not a new thing. 1 first went to Ger 
many aa a school boy during the Boar 
War. The deepest impression I have 
retained of my flrst contact with Ger 
man lads of my own age -boys at the 
grammar school In the llltlh provin 
• laI town where I was learning Ger¬ 
man was (heir gross offensiveness 
to me—the stranger and guest of one 
«>. their own comrades, as ths repre¬ 
sentative of the British race. 

rhoM were the days when the ac¬ 
quisition of Kiso-t'hau by the Ger¬ 


mans aftsr the Boxer expedition 
seemed to open up to young Germany 
a fair field of development In the Far 

East. I remember going with a par 

ty of school boys to a lecturs deliver¬ 
ed under the auspices of the German 
Navy League on Oermany's future in 
| China. That lecture mainly consist¬ 
ed of a violent tlradf against Eng 
[land. 1 remember listening In silent 
| fury to Use speakers clumsy gibe* at 
England's policy of grab, and to the 
arcary clap-trap whkh used to be the 
stock-in-trade of the boulevard Chau A 
Inlets of former years.

Heligoland Fortress Great 
Germany 

Many millions of dollars hat* been 
spam by Germany on Heligoland, that 
little Island made over aa a sort of 
"Greek gift" by Great Britain 

When the Island was ceded in 1890. 
It waa crumbling away fast, and was 
being speedily eaten Into by the 
waves of the North Sea 

The Germans strengthened ita red 
marl and Sandstone cliffs with great 
granite bvttrtsaes Id feet thick end 
-40 feet high All cracks and Assures 
In the crumbling cliffs were Jllle.l In 
with ferro-concrete, so that now the 
•ea bellies In v sin against the walla 
of the little Island, which la only a 
mile In length by some one third of 
a mile In width. 

To the south of the lower part of 
the island was made a shelter for 
tropedo boats, submarines and ■mall 
cruisers, it a cost of more then 110,- 
000 . 000 . it was to this shelter that 
tho German ships fled when attacked 
md defeated In the battle of liallgo- 
i land Bight. 

I A high cliff separates this low-ly¬ 
ing part of the island, tho "Unter- 
land." ss it Is called, from the high 
land, or "Oherlaod " The whole 
length of the top of thla cliff is heavi¬ 
ly protected by barbed -wire, and 
apart from a small elevator, the only 
way by which any one ran go from 
the “Unterland" to the "Oberland" Is 
by means of a xigrag road leading up 
to the top of the cliff. 

Thla road up the cliffs leads al¬ 
most directly to a little town. Tbla 
little town, complete with Its church 
and school, contained at the com¬ 
mencement of the war, only a few 
hundred Inhabitants chiefly workmen 
employed In the fortlAcatlous. and 
the garrison, with tlielr families. 

Further north are the newly bul!» 
Zeppelin sheds enu aeroplane han¬ 
gars. It was from these sheds that 
the two Zeppelin* came to attack 
the torpedo boats and submarines 
who convoyed the seven British air¬ 
men In their riceut daring dash to 
Cuxhaven. 

To the left of the town, standing 
near the edge of the -ilffe, Is a large 
monument which was erected in mem¬ 
ory of the famous German poet. 
FallerslH.cn. who wrote Germany's 
most popular war song or hymn, 
“Deutschland, Deutschland Leber 
Alles." 

Since the war started a large num¬ 
ber of the buildings hove been rased 
to the ground, and every person not 
v required for the defense of 
the North Sea fortress has been sent 
away from the Islat d Ttie Island It¬ 
self is connected by a number of 
cablea with Cuxhaven, and should 
these be cut there Is a powerful wire¬ 
less apparatus Installed. 

All over Heligoland there are pow¬ 
erful searchlights by which any ves¬ 
sel can be detected at night, no mat- 
! ter from what direction she up 
proaches 

Many parts of Hie Island, as well 
ss the buildings, have been heavily 
armor-plated, and some of Krupp'a 
biggest 12-inch and, |( is also stated. 
16-lnrh guns, mounted on dlsappear- 
I Ing platforms, and cunningly hidden, 
guard all approaches from the sea. 

The ocean fur some miles around la 
all mapped out In aqua. os. cadi gun 
having its square or squares upon 
which It OH b# Instantly trained or 
! fired, should an unlucky hostile ship 
be In that little space of sea

Increased Production 


The Farmers and Hew They Can Help 
the Red Cross Society 

We publish elsewhere In this issue 
an appeal on behalf of the Ked Croat 
Society, by Dr. James W. Kobertson.

known and trusted throughout Can¬ 
ada From Prince Edward Island to 
Alberts, farmers proflted by the Ulus- ! 
trstlbn dairy statlona and the travel¬ 
ling Instructors. The output of cheese 
and butter In Canada added to the 
reputation of Us rural workers. 

other public services of continuing 
and growing value were Inaugurated, 
while Professor Kobertson was com¬ 
missioner of agriculture. Among them 
were the live slock branch, the cold 
storage service, the seed grain com¬ 
pel Itlona, trial shipments or fruit to 
the United Kingdom, and extensions 
of markets. 

Besides there were the manual 
training movement, the school gar 
dens, household science, and tha con 
aolldated rural schools. 

In more recent years, Dr Robert- 
•on was chairman of the royal com¬ 
mission on industrial training and 
terhnUal •duration Farmers in all 
provinces are familiar with the survey 
of farms by the commission of con 
s< nation and the Illustration farms 
of Ita commutes on lands, of which 
he is chairman. 

In these and man other ways, Dr 
Robertson has given Abe fanners of 
Canada the best that was In him. He 
says he is their debtor, for many op 
portunitlea, for mncfi kindness and for 
warm appreciations. But they are his 
debtors too And he now reminds 
them of that for the flrst time in order 
to establish his right rpd privlleg 
to appeal to them for this worthy 
gause. 


Glass Eyes Art Becoming Scarce, and 
the War Is Responsible 
Aniline dyes are not the only things 
In whlck Germany has established a 
monopoly. According to the Glasgow 
Herald ninety-five per cent, of the 
glass eyes sold In *his country havj 
hitherto bean made In Germany, arid 
America la in still greater danghr of 
optical starvation, for she has depend 
ed on Germany altogether. It seem, 
that there are a quarter of a milliou 
people In the United States who get 
their eyes from Germany. The unti.- 
ttlated might suppose that a glasx 
eye. eveu If made In Germany, would 
be an enduring possession like a gold 
tooth or a wooden leg, and that, there¬ 
fore. a temporary stoppage <>f supplies 
would not cause widespread Inconven¬ 
ience. But- tbla Is not the case. Th 
life of s glass eye, says our authority 
Is only nlt.e months. We are not told 
In what respect it deteriorates, or 
w hether after the lapse of that time it 
Is absolutely useless or merely shab¬ 
by. Perhaps the colors are not fas* 
It would certainly be disastrous If 
Sadie's right eye i made by hpr Amer¬ 
ican forbears) retailed Its rich. deep, 
lustrous violet hue. while her left 
(made in Germany end originally an 
excellent match) faded to light axure 
or turned green The British article is 
much dearer than tho German. It 
seems, but wa presume that the qual¬ 
ity will be p/oportlonately better. Aa 
effort should certainly be made to cap 
ture the American trade, If only to en- 
snre that our cousins have a correct 
British outlook.

Our Inadequate Agriculture 

Lsas Land Under Cultivation In Ste¬ 
ffens el U.S. Than Fourteen 
Years Ago 

Economists tell us that the cause of 
high prices Is to be found In the ah- 
no: mal Increase of the world*! gold 
supply, In the “brigandage of the mid 
Ulemen," In the growth of luxury, the 
aggression of labor and all manner of 
disturbance In tha Industrial world. 
But there le yet another explanation 
which has not received the considera¬ 
tion Be reasonableness demands In 
great agricultural states like Illinois 
and lows leas land Is under cultivation 
today than fourteen years ago; many 
Important counties In states like Ohio 
are producing less food than they did 
before the Civil War. During the last 
census period population In the Unit 
ed Htates Increased 21 per centv^ut 
agricultural production Increased 10 
per cent. only.

Tbs French editor arrives at his 
grsnd total of the necessary Indem¬ 
nity by adding the approximate 
amount of property domagq wrought 
by Germany In Belgium and France 
to the cost of the war for the allies, 
and to the value of the l!v«s of sold 
iers who must fall or become per 
msnently disabled before victory Is 
assured.

According to the French, courts, a 
human life Is worth $6,000 Tbr-c- 
fore, for every thousand Frenchmen 
killed In this war the French gov¬ 
ernment would be entitled to $5,0<)0,- 
000 from Germany. M. Finot does 
not expect that Austria will be called 
upon to make any cash Indemnity, 
unleca, Indeed, SerLiu should demand 
It. Austria will liquidate her share 
of the bill In real estate, and M Finot 
does not think that there will remain 
of Austria an an empire anything but 
tho German speaking provinces. So 
II will be with Turkey. She will not 
be expected to pav money, for she 
bas none. Her possessions in Europe 
will be accepted Instead. Indeed. If 
Russia secured Galicia from Austria 
snd Constantinople from Turkey she 
would conclude that ahe had made a 
profit out of the war.

Of potatoes which gave the excel¬ 
lent yield last year of 86,672,000 bush 
els. 37 7 per cent., or 32.310.000 bush¬ 
els. were In fanners' hands March 31, 
this proportion being larger than In 
any of the last five years, axeeptin} 
1913. when 43 per cent , or 30.619.000 
bushel* remained over from the har¬ 
vest of 1912. Of turnips aud other 
roots, tn.267.O00 bushels, or 16 per 
cent . remained over, and of hay and 
clover the quantity In farmers' hands 
Is placed at 2.173.000 tons, or 21 per 
cent, of the total crop of 10,290,000 
tons 

Out of the total wheat crop of 111,-

Peat of, the Prairies 
Western Canada has every reason 
to be proud of Robert J. C Stead, 
whose literaly pri uctlon*. both In 
poetry and prose, ao cleverly aud 
faithfully, reflec. the life of tho 
prairies, and which Lave placed tills 
western country of ours u<i munisi. 
acquaintance with readers all over the 
world. For a uut.Der of years Mr. 
Stead waa edllor of the CartwT.gbl 
Review and th* Crystal City Courier, 
sud Is at present engaged on the nut! 
of tbe general publicity agent of the 
Caaadian I’arlft. Railway Department 
of Natural Resources, Calgary An lu- 
terfleting sketch of his Ilfs, together 
with a resume of Ills literary produc¬ 
tions, appeal i I In a recent number of 
the Western Standard, front which tbe 
following Is an excerpt;

The Get mans are generally disliked 
In all the Scandinavian countries, in 
Holland and Italy, but the enormous 
prices they are willing to pay for tbe 
articles they want appeal to the cupid¬ 
ity of the people of the ueutral coun¬ 
tries. ao that smuggling It now car¬ 
ried out on a big scale.

Fuller Agricultural Instruction in the 
Schools of All tho Provinces 
Now that industrial 'conditions In 
the cities sod towns of t'auada offer 
no attractions to draw labor from the 
mral districts, is It nol a rare oppor¬ 
tunity to press home ibe advantages 
of fuller agricultural Instruction In 
n .- sqImsI fepMggl nf all the prov¬ 
inces? In his paper to the Ontario 
Kducailonal Association. Prof 
('ready, superintendent of elementary 
agricultural education in Ontario, eald 
that in 270 rural schools agriculture 
was now being taught aa part of Ilia 
regular curriculum. The records 
of school children participating in 
school fairs, and undertaking the care 
of plots or live stock In school com¬ 
petitions show an enormous advance 
In rural Ontario's interest In agi(cul¬ 
tural teaching In the schools. The 
provincial government has provided 
special Inducements for teachere to 
take agricultural summer courses, 
and thus fit themselves to participate 
in the Important education evolution 
now proceeding in the rural arena 
By all means let the good work On¬ 
tario's educational system Is doing for 
the rural districts be pushed on, and 
Imitated in all the other provinces of 
Canada «

Important Part Played by Trawlers in 
Naval Warfare 

Steam trawlers play, an lmporUul 
but little-known part in the present 
war. 

Thousands of these flailing vessels 
are now engaged in mine sweeping, 
in protecting battleships from hostile 
submarines, and In military opera¬ 
tions against Hie Germans in the shal¬ 
lows of ibe Belgian coast. After the 
German raid on Scarborough and 
other Bullish east coast towns In Pe 
octnber, steam trawlers picked up no 
less than l.Guo floating mines In a 
week. Tha work la dangerous, for 
many of the German mines, with their 
bristling contact points, explodd In the 
nets. 

Nothing affords such protection 
against submariner as a cordon of 
trawlers round a fleet. The subroar- 
I Inas mutt come clcs# to be effective, 
and on rlaing to the surface to use 
the periscope, they are easily delect 
ed by the trawlers There is also the 
chance that they will get In a shot 
st whet the navy calls 'tin whales.' 

A large fleet of trawlers will soon 
take part In Ihe Belgian coast opera¬ 
tions. and some already are there 
They carry one gun forward, an¬ 
other aft. and two abeam. 

The weapons are quick-firers of 
comparatively small calibre, but the 
boats, sailing in close under the lee 
of the sand dunes and increasing the 
general volume of fire, help lo pre¬ 
vent '-nemy guns from taking a base 
slong the shore, and making a direct 
target of the big monitors and cruls-
